Large Petroleum Stores Set on Fire by the 
Debris— Meagre Detnlls of a 
(Tearful Disaster. 



Antwkbp, Sept. (i. -A largo quan- 
tity of dynamite exploded in a cartridge 
factory bote today, totally demolishing 
the building in which the explosive:, 
were kept, and killing two hundred men 
according to a late estimate, und injur- 
ing about live hundred mure. Thu fuc- 
tory wus located in tho vicinity of the 
Bourse, which nt the time of the ex- 
plosion was crowded. The burning 
portions of tho factory were burled 
against, the Bourse, setting it on lire, 
nod creating a panic among the mem- 
bers, several of whom wctc injured. 
The factory was situated immediately 
hack of the docks, upon which millions 
of cartridges were being unloaded. Some 
large petroleum stores stood adjacent to 
the factory, and these were set on lire 
by the burning fragments and are now 
burning fiercely. The city is enveloped 
in smoke. Fortunately, the cartridges 
on the docks wore not alfoctcd by the 
explosion. 

LATKR PARTICULARS. 
Eighty thousand barrels of petroleum 
are burning. The majority of the vie- 
thus are workmen, but the number in 
eludes several soldiers. Tlio damage to 
property will reach many millions. The 
fire is still burning fiercely, und the boM 
the firemen hope for is to extinguish ii 
in twenty-lour lions. The beat Iron, 
the burning musses of petroleum is in 
tense, and it is impossible to approach 
within a couple of hundred yards. 
Several vessels have bueu burned at tie- 
docks, and others were only saved 
through the promptness of action of their 
officers in towing them out of danger. 
The tire is not now spreading, and it i- 
lioped, if the wind does not rise during 
tho night, that the llanica can he con 
lined to their present limits. A strong 
wind would, however, set tho whole 
, ity tu a blaze. 

25,000,000 UARTKIDOES KXVLODK. 

The explosion occurred in a workshop 
where a large number of old cartridges 
had been taken lo pieces, Many men 
and women were employed iu this shop, 
and they wore actively engage, 1 iu 
breaking up thu old cartridges. Then 
wore fully 25,000,000 of these in and 
about the premises. Part of them were 
already broken up. The flames covered 
two acres of ground, and rose to an im- 
mense height. Amidst thu fierce roai 
of the Haines are beard from lime lo 
lime the loud reports ol explosions, to 
which there seemed to he no end. 
These explosions are supposed to be ot 
packages of cartridges stored in tilt- 
buildings, which seem to remain intact 
until tho hot tongues of flantes were ac- 
tually upon them. The shipping at the 
African docks is in serious danger, 
and all Ihu facilities for removing the 
vessels from tho immediate vicinity ol 
tho conflagration arc being pressed into 
service. 

mREB HUNDRED LtVKS LOST. 

Antwerp, Sept. 7. — At an early bout 
this morning the fire was still raging 
with undiminished fury, and the mili- 
tary arc assisting the iircnien in pre 
venting the spread of the conflagration. 
It is now certain that fully 300 people 
hnvo perished, and no loss than I, (MM) 
are injured. 

The scenes at the hospitals, where the 
w ounded have been conveyed, are heart- 
rending. The ships at the American 
docks were saved, the wind being fav- 
orable. The explosions at the burning 
cartridge factory still continue at fre- 
quent intervals, and the flying shells 
render the work of tho firemen and 
soldiers extremely perilous.

ATTEMPTED ESCAPE. 

Seattle Prisoners Mukea Ureak for Liberty, 
and Nearly Kill Their Jailor. 

(Soatllu I 'ost.l 
A desperate attempt at escape, which 
nearly resulted in the murder of tho 
jailor, was made by four prisoners at 
Seattle on Thursday morning. The jailor 
was horribly hacked with a razor by 
one of thu prisoners, and kicked ami 
beaten by the others. Three of them, 
Charles Clark, James Davis and Barney 
Mat tin, succeeded in escaping from the 
jail enclosure, but were recaptured in 
less than an hour, Davis with a bullet 
in his shoulder thut he had received in 
his flight. 

About S.IiO o'clock the jailer, V. Fur- 
ruhur, went to give tho prisoners their 
breakfast, the corridor was opened, and 
the prisoners passed out one by one to 
receive their rations. Several had been 
served when Charles ('larks turn came. 
At this moment, whether by a precon- 
certed arrangement or not it is not 
known, a prisoner in the north corridor 
called out to tho jailer that ho lmd not 
received his breakfast. The jailer re- 
laxed his vigilance for a moment to 
speak to the prisoner who had addressed 
him, when Clark sprang forward ami 
threw a handful of red pepper into his 
eyes. 

FICIHTIKCI THREE DESPERADOES. 

Although almost blinded from the 
effects of the cayenne, Jailer I'arrahcr 
prepared for the struggle lie saw was in- 
evitable. Clark was upon him, followed 
by three others before bo could close the 
corridor door, so be seized Clark by the 
throat with bis left hand, while his 
right went back after his revolver. 

A terrible struggle for life then began. 
Davis, who was close behind his com- 
panion iu crime, grappled tho jailer 
from behind and tried to bear him to 
the floor. Martin reached over ('lark 
and backed at him with a raster. Fnrra- 
lo r continued to struggle and succeeded 
in drawing his gun and placed il. against, 
( i nk's breast, hut just as he was' about 
to pull the trigger, a fourth prisoner, 
w iiose identity is unknown lo the jailer, 
jumped iu and overpowered him, ami 
the revolver fell from his bauds, fortun- 
ately dropping Into his hat, which had 
b en knocked from bis head at the start, 
whore it remained throughout the strug- 
gle without being seen. 

MARTIN KENT i IN MURDKH. 
The jailer was now overpowered a.,, I 
borne to the floor by his assailant Mai 
tin, who up to this time had only sue- 
reeded in slashing his face and hands 

10 a tow plaoe a., v grew demoniac 
with rage and s lic-i it him, but when 
evor he put the i .-. ,, i.< his throat to 
cat it the pluck;, jaiiui in his despera- 
tion grasped the keen blade, which was 
palled through bis bands, making bin 
lible gashes from which the blood apuit- 
e.l all over tho corridor und the strug- 
gling men. The last time Martin mado 
i pass wilb his weapon the jailer caught 
i. ild of the blade and twisted it from its 

11 , tulle, making it useless as u weapon. 

The jailer had from the first been 
crying loudly for help, and the ruflians, 
leuing that assistance would come, 
choked him and searched him, securing 
his keys. .Martin also searched bis 
pockets for the revolver, but, as already 
Mated, it had fallen to tho Hour and be'- 
come concealed in a hat early in the 
s, itfHo. 

THE ESCAPE. 

The ruffians then opened the front 
door with thu kuys secured from the 
j tiler's pockets, and leaving hint nearly 
si nseloss on the floor, passed out into 
l ie yard, which is surrounded by a 
high fence. In the meantime Deputy 
Sheriff Blauchard, who was in tin 
Sheriff's olliee above, had heard the 
j tiler's outcries, mid had called Police- 
man Phil Sullivan and George Sheahan, 
w ho were at the city jail, near by. 

Sullivan kicked iu the door of the 
j til-yard, and hurrying down the steps, 
i ashed to the rear end of the yard, on 
Die. south side of the jail, where Davis 
was in the act of scaling the fencu, 
Martin and Clark having gotten safely 
over it ahead of him. 

He called to Davis to come down but 
the highway. nan jumped from the fence 
on the other side just in time to escape 
t .vo bullets from the officer's revolver. 

DRIPPING WITH BLOOD. 

Jailer Farrahor had recovered sulli- 
cioutly to stagger into the jail-yard, and 
-landing there, dripping with blood, lie 
•rieil: 

"For God's sake, someone run around 
tho feuce and stop tho prisoner from 

• scaping." 

Officers Sheahan bad already gone 
around to the southeast corner of the 
co, and us Davis came over ami 
dropped to the ground he shot at him. 
I'lte highwayman staggered but kept mi 
tinning and" dodged out of range of a 
.-cond bullet behind a building. 
Several of the other prisoners escaped 
ito the jail-yard, but Arthur Forrest, 
Depury Auditor Twicholl, Deputy 
■ihoriil Blanchard and others covered 
i hem with guns and they were driven 
back into tin- jail. 

Ai l. RECA1TURKD. 

Martin, who was the lust to climb the 
fence, was seen going through a window 
il the basement of Turner Ilall. He Was 
iollowed then by Officer Sheahan, who 
found him secreted under smne clothe.-,

London, Sept. (i.— The conference t 
day between the dock directors and 
shippers on one side and Cardinal Mai 
llitlg, the Lord Mayor, the Bishop i I 
London and Sir John Lubbock on the 
other, lusted four bourn. The gentle- 
men named exhausted nil their powers 
of parsuasion upon the dock directors 
in their effort to induce them to grunt 
tho strikers' demand unconditional. y. 
In ibis they were not successful, tho 
dock managers proving inexorable. 
They did, however, obtain importatll 
concessions and one which must sooner 
or later result in the virtual 

TRIUMPH OK TIIK STRIKERS. 

Norwood, champion of the dock di- 
rectors, consented to allow the shippers 
and vessel owners to load and discharge 
their own vessels, making any arrange- 
ments they may sec til with the laborers. 
Up to this time the dock companies 
have persistently refused this permis- 
sion, on the plea that it would lie vir- 
tually surrendering, us the owners and 
shippers were prepared to hire men on 
their own terms. This concession 
clears away tho last ol, struct ion to the 
resumption of work on till the docks, 
and it is expected that to-morrow every 
dock laborer iu Loudon will be em- 
ployed and at the figures for which they 
made such a determined light. The 
lightermen, also, are willing to go to 
work for the shipowners, and it looks 
as though the net result of the strike 
would be besides a marked advance in 

■nn: mens' vvaues, 
a material alteration iu the methods, 
which cannot f.il in result also to the 
advantage of tl ie men. It is likely that 
tho dock companies will hereafter con- 
line their business in the legitimate 
function of renting tlioir dock facilities, 
and that the work ol handling the oar- 
goes will be in charge of I heir owners, 
or of the owners of tin- v essels iu which 
they uru carried. So it conies about, as 
the strike leaders to-duy point out, that 
their victory is made all the mote com- 
plete through the obstinacy of the dock 
managers ill refusing to grunt their de- 
mands, Had they yielded, although 
the men for a time would have received 
the wages for which they struck, the 
rotten system by which thu shippers 
were compelled to pay more than the 
mull received, would have been perpe- 
trated, and ultimately the burdens of

must have driven the shippers to seek 
relief by cutting down the dock coin- 
panics' charges. This would, of course, 
have been followed by attempts to cut 
down the wuges of the men, und thu 
whole fight would have bad to bu fought, 
over once more.

TIIK WOMEN 1 PARADE. 

A curious sight was witnessed at 
Greenwich this morning, when 1,000 
women, the wives and daughters of the 
striking dock laborers, paraded the 
stroets carrying banners upon which 
were emblazoned, "No real while tho 
strike lasts."

OA NA DA MISREPRESENTED. 

Our neighbors across tlio line, while 
tlioy cannot justify t lie course which 
their Government is pursuing with re- 
spect to the tie, uncut of British sealers 
in Beliring's Set, try to produce the im- 
pression that, bad as it is, it is not 
worse than the trci.tii.ont which Ameri 
can fishermen receive in what are 
claimed us Dominion waters in the oast. 
The Oregoiiian, which is generally well 
informed, makes this mistake. It says 
in its remarks on what it calls "The 
Victoria Tempest " : — 

"The members of the Dominion Par- 
liament ought to know that there is no 
substantial ilillerence between the seiz- 
ure of liritish sealers under the law 
passed \i\ the last Congress and the 
seizin,- of our American fishing vessels 
under u strained and obsolete construc- 
tion of the treaty of 1818. • . . New 
England claimed that the three-mile 
limit should bo measured from headland 
to headland, and that, under the broad 
doctrine of international comity and 
commercial humanity proclaimed in 
18,'it) between England and America, the 
American fishing vessel was us fairly 
treated to humane treatment as an 
American coasting vessel." 

Our Portland contemporary docs not, 
we presume, contend that because Am- 
erican fishermen were treated badly by 
the liritish on the cast coast of Ameri- 
ca, it is therefore right that the lSritish 
sealers should be subjected to wrong and 
outrage by the Americans on the west 
coast. It is surely too intelligent ani 
too fair-minded to teach the doctrine 
held by some peculiar people that two 
wrongs make one right. But it does 
whether intentionally or not, leave th 
impression on the mind of its renders 
that tlie Beliring's Sea seizures are a kind 
of reprisals for injuries done to Ameri. 
can fishermen in the oast. 

Rut its representation of the case, even 
from that point of view, is altogethet 
erroneous. The British interpretation 
of the treaty of 1818 is very far indeed 
from being either strained or 
obsolete. It is, in fact the very 
reverse. The language of the 
treaty is so plain and pointed that it is 
impossible to misconstrue it. By it 
the Americans formally renounced all 
rights which they had, up to that time, 
claimed and exercised, except some 
which were specified, and these and more 
are freely accorded to American fish- 
ermen in British American harbors, 
But l lie truth is, American fishermen 
believe that their ( lovernment renounced 
too much in that treaty. They are not 
satisfied to abide by the bargain that 
had been made for them, and want to 
take more than they have any right to. 
The Americans have been asked, thin 
and again, to settle all disputed matters 
in the east by a COI [ssioil or by arbi- 
tration, but they have refused to submit 
their claims to any tribunal, no matter 
lunv constituted. 

Our contemporary is curiously wrong 
with respect to the headland ipjestion. 
it says New England desired that the 
three-mile limit should bo measured 
from headland to headland. That is 
exactly what Now England would no! 
consent to, Old England held that the 
fair way of measuring the three-mile 
limit was from a line drawn from head 
land to headland, but New England 
would not be satisfied unless the line 
followed "the sinuosities of the coast." 
Here again our neighbors were incon 
Histoid, for if their own rule were ap- 
plied to their own coast, bays which are 
claimed to be -and very properly so- 
the territorial watersof the United .stales 

Would be outside its jurisdiction, Chesa- 
peake Bay would be one of these. Bill 
Groat Britain did not insist upon It* 
OWn rule. She gave up her Bxelusivi 
right lo the Buy of Fundy which is a 
closed sen, it there is such a thing at (ill, 
anil she made the Americans free of flu 
Straits of Canso. She also restricted 
her claim with respect to the head 
lands to those thai wi re six miles apart. 

This is the uiruiigeinonl that now ex- 
ists in the Kits! Americans can fish 
anywhere off the coasts of the Dominion 
ol Canada and Newfoundland three 
marine miles from the shore, but they 
cannot outer bays, the points enclosing 
which are six miles apart. Compare 
this with the claim ol the Americans in 
Beliring's Sea and the jurisdiction ex- 
ercised. 

i he truth is, the Americans have not 
even the shallow of a grievance on the 
eastern side of the continent. The I 
righls of llie lishing vessels in the bar 



newspapers try to make tbo American 
pjoplo bolievo that the outrages in 
Bullring's Sea aro in sonic sort justified 
by the ill treatment which American 
fishermen receive at tho hands of tbo 
Canadian authorities in the east thoy 
are either ignorant of tho subject about 
which thoy write or they try wilfully 
to mislead their renders. Wo ftd> iso 
the editor of the Oroguniun befoi'' liu 
again attempts to excuse tho piraci'-'s in 
Beliring's Sea to read the Convention oi 
1818, and to obtain from Authentic 
sources somo knowledge of the history 
of tho eastern fishery question. 

A MODERN CRUSADE. 

Cardinal Lavigerie is one of the great 
philanthropists of the age. Mis object i H 
to suppress the trade in slaves. Thuslavo 
trade he knows to he the cause of incal- 
culable Buffering ami of dreadful demor- 
alization, He is convinced that the 
only way in which this abominable to*fc 
tie can be effectually stamped out is to 
attack it at its source, lie intends lit- 
orally to carry the war against the slave 
tinder and tho slave kidnapper into 
Africa. The Arabs are tho slave trad, 
ers of tho "Dark Continent," and lie ex. 
hurts Christians to take measures as 
w ill make it impossible for the Arab 
slave hunter and slave trader to carry 
on his nefarious business in its interior. 
The King of Belgium is the Cardinal's 

zealous co-laborer in thu good work. 
Other Christian men of all denomina- 
tions and some lovers of their kind who 
are not Christians are ready to co- 
operate with Cardinal Lavigerie. in 
order to form a plan of operation 3 , n 
conference is to meet in Brussels, it is 
hoped that measures will then he taken 
which will result in the complete sup. 
pressioil of the African slave trade. It 
will take time and money to carry °ut 
the work successfully. There must be 
also men of courage and intelligence, 
who are ready, at the sacrifice 
of all Unit men usually bold 
most dear, to engage in this 
work. There is no doubt that both '•lie 
money and the men will bo found. 
There are heroes still in the world, and 
when the project is ripe for execution 
there will be no scarcity -if men ready 
to enlist in tho crusade against this 
horrible evil. Missionaries are on the 
ground already, and the knowledge 
which they have gained, and arc every 
day gaining, will be of the greatest use 
to Cardinal Lavigerie and those who are 
working with him for the suppression of 
tho slave trade in Africa. Very few 
Itave any idea of the extent of that 
trade and of the abominable cruelties 
which are still perpetrated by the 
traders. The Arab slave hunters have 
already taken the alarm, and are doing 
their best to prevent Europeans gaining 
a foothold on their slave preserve, 
hut they will not be able i„ withstand 
Christian zeal, united with European 
energy and intelligence. 

THE II'. I H CLoUl>. 

Yesterday's despatches seemed to in- 
dicate that the war cloud was again 
rising above thu horizon in Europe, 
Germany and Russia appear to be 
threatening each other. It is to he 
Hoped that the signs have been misin- 
terpreted, and that the movements of 
the troops on both sides of the German 
frontier mean nothing unusual. A Eu- 
ropean war would be a fearful calamity- 
It would not long bo confined to the two 
nations that began the contest. There 
:s no knowing how far it Would extend, 
or what results it would produce. The 
nation that precipitates such a Struggle 
will incur a fearful responsibility, A 
consideration of tho dreadful conse- 
quences that must follow the outbreak 
jf war in Europe cannot but deter any 
single Power from doing anything thai 
is calculated to disturb the peaceful re- 
lations that now exist between the na- 
tions. Europe at the present moment 
may be compared to a magazine filled 
with explosives. He is a bold or a reck- 
less man who will throw a spark into it- 
It is impossible for any mortal to tell 
what damage it will do, who will be de- 
stroyed or who will escape. Lord Salis- 
bury, in a recent speech which he de- 
livered at the Lord Mayor's banquet, 
dwelt with groat effect on tins aspect of 
the subject. He said: 

"We live in a state of tilings to which 
there is no analogy. Mankind has nev- 
er seen such vast armies as are now be- 
ing assembled together. Mankind Jias 
never seen such deadly weapons as the 
minister ingenuity of science has now put 
into our hands, and we cannot prophesy 
what the result of this terrible aeecs 
siou to our powers of evil as well as of 
good will be. your lordship in y,, U i 
speech indicated a danger that mi.rlit 
come from the caprice or greed of any 
single Power. At least let mo offer to I 

your consideration this countervailing 
thought. These tremendous armaments, 
these terrible instruments of death, must 
mean to the eyes of any statesman w |io 
contemplates the future, mid bus to de- 
cide the fearful issues of peace and war, 
thut when once two nations are locked 
in the deadly grapple of niodul'U 
war the end must be destruction to 
one of them. The victim in BUch a 
struggle will bo almost hound, when lie 
is victor, to lake care that never again 
shall he from the same quarter be ex- 
posed to the same dangers or subjected 
to the same evils, ami every statesman 
who is easting the horoscope of tho fu- 
ture and meditating on the consequences 
of his acts knows what a fearful slake it 
is that he is now casting down upon tin- 
green cloth of destiny. lie knows thai 
il he fails the nation which he seeks to 
defend will practically disappear. I 

camioi, my lord, but feel thut thai 
thought, which must be in the mind \ 
every responsible man, is ono ol the 
groat securities for peace in the proson! 
day. The issue is so fl ight lul that men 
will shrink from challenging it. Men, 
.is they peer over the fearful abyss to 
which public rumor is inviting 
them, will shrink book appalled 
from the terrible fate which, owing to 
tho strength of modern armaments and 
modern science, awaits thoni should 
any accident foil their calculations j and 
therefore, my lord, I indulge in the hop,, 
nail confident belief that year lifter 
year, though from time to time the 
.-.•are of war may revive, men will 
shrink from engaging in its fell ami tor- 
riblo reality. [ believe, that all the 
time we gain by that natural ami h'giti- 
mute terror, the growing prosperity Uud 
nourishing Industry of mankind will be 
every year making war more and more 
dillicull ami more "ami more impossible! 
and will be accumulating and multiply, 
nig and rivet ting the precious securities 
of pence. "

THE ELEPHANTS' FATE. 



it Is Similar to That Whioh Has 
Overtaken the Buffalo. 



The Qreat African Iiiohydttrra Now -nut 
UM Ora»$," im,l tho I'Ibcbh Tlmt Have 
Known lltm Will Soon •• Know 
DUm No Mur-"— Tim Work 
of Extermination. 

At tho beginning of this century, says tho 
3t. James' Gazette, tho elephant was found 
plentifully upon tho eu9torn confines inn 
n tho southern forest belt of tho Capo Col- 
)iiy. As lately as 1830 ivory huntors pur- 
sued tbqjr calling in tho donso bush veldt 
)f tbo Kastom Province, and still Inter in 
ICtifTriiriu. But tho Cape Government, tore- 
peeing the probability of the mighty boast's 
extinction within a few years, proclaimed 
measures of protection; audit Is a curious 
fliot thai, tjiore exist at tbo present moment, 
within the southeastern limits of Cape Col- 
ony—within sight of tho Indian Ocean— 
more wild elephants than aro to bo found 
fur probably fifteen hundred miles inland. 
In Addo Hush, not far from Port Elizabeth, 
in the ICnvsnuand Zitzikaminu forests, and 
upon the junprio slopes of tho Wmtorhock 
Mountains, troops of elephants yet wandor 
free and undisturbed, as also does the 
llerco and gloomy buffalo, and that king of 
antelopes, tho Koodoo. Beyond the Kor, 
in IvnITruriu itself, where fostering protect- 
ive laws havo not extended, tho elephant is 
extinct. 

Passing eastward through Natal, onco 
abounding in but now devoid of elephants, 
we reach Zululund. In that territory be- 
tween 1850 and ISTfi immense numbers of 
I hu great pachyderm were hunted and de- 
stroyed. Baldwin, Drumtuond and other 
well-known nlmrods, besides a numerous 
array of obscure but quite as deadly Dutch 
and colonial professional hunters, have 
practically wrought extinction in the Zulu 
country. Nort h of the Zulus, in Amatonga- 
land, the same state of things exists, with 
tho difference that somo numbers of ele- 
phants driven by the incursiva gold diggers 
and prospectors of Swaziland from their 
ancient secluded haunts in that territory, 
have recently trekked south across the 
Auiutougu border. Here their extermina- 
tion must soon follow. It is probable that 
the country most abounding in the poor 
remnant of elephants now south of the 
Zambesi is the unnealthy region lying east 
and northeast of the Transvaal border- 
much of it known as Utnzilaland. Here the 
prevalence of deadly fever in the hot 
months and the tse-tso Uy have alone 
prevented Dutch hunters from completing 
thoir work of destruction ; but even here 
the supply of elephant life is now sparse 
and limited and can not long hold out. 'J he 
Orange Free State, from tho treeless, open 
nature of its terrain, although formerly 
crowded with other game, was never a 
haunt of elephants. Hut not so with tho 
Transvaal. Here in 1S37 Captain Corn- 
wal is Harris, one of tile first to explore the 
beautiful but unknown wilds then held by 
the fierce Moselikutzo and his Matabeles, 
found elephants in astounding plenty. In 
one valley alone he saw wandering in peace- 
ful seclusion hundreds of the gray beasts. 
Hut close on the heels of Harris followed 
the Boer V'oertreickers, who, having at- 
tacked and driven out Moselikatze, turned 
their attention to the extraordinary 
wealth of ivory within their new 
found borders. Their labors have been but 
too successful, and there now remains to 
tho vast territories of tho South African 
republic pro bably not one solitary wild ele- 
phant. All have vanished. North of the 
Transvaal lie Matauele and Mashonalands, 
the country now ruled by Lodengula, son 
of the dreaded Moselikatze. So recently as 
between 1ST1 and lSTH these lands were ten- 
anted by vast numbers of elephants. Hut, 
as .Mr. F. 0. Selous, the well-known hunter, 
tells us, it is now difficult in a year's hunt- 
ing to coiuo across a single elephant in 
these countries. Mr. Selous himself, the 
mightiest elephant hunter of these or nny 
other times, who has devoted the greatest 
part of tho lust seventeen years tothe fierce 
toil and countless dangers of ivory hunting, 
and the numerous Dutch and other hunt- 
ers who hnye ravaged the country, have 
much to answer for in this matter. Hut, 
after all, they have been but the instru- 
ments of supply to a pitiless and never- 
ceasing demand. 

Turning westward to Bechuanaland the 
same story has to be told. In Gordon Cum- 
m ug's time — 1846 to 1850— Hamangwato, 
now ruled by Khauia, was a veldt virgin to 
the hunter. Gordon dimming himself was 
one of the first to exploit it, and by him, I )s- 
well and Vardon, and afterward by Bald 
win and others, great execution was 
wrought among the elephants, even as far 
to the west as Lake N'Gami. Professional 
hunters have, since Gordon Cumming's 
day, completed absolutely the work of ex- 
tirpation in these lands. In one year alone, 
after the discovery of Lake N'Gami (134!)), 
Livingstone tells us that nine hundred ele- 
phants were slam in the region of the Great 
Lake What wealth of annual life, al- 
though backed by countless years of undis- 
turbed freedom and repose, could with- 
stand the barbarous ravages of SO short- 
sighted a policy! North Bechuanaland, in- 
cluding its Zambesi borders, and the Ma- 
babe veldt— once a great hunting ground— 
and the Lake N'Gami regions, nre 
now all but completely denuded 
of ivory. Passing yet further to 
the westward, across the Kalahari, 
which now shares the dearth of Bechu- 
analand, we reach the countries of the 
Namaquas and Duirmrus, Here the same 
miserable history has to bo recorded. Si, ice 
the time of tho explorer Charles Andersson, 
between 1850 and 1800, when elephants were 
found m abundance in Southwest A t'nea, 
succeeding years have seen the profes 
sional hunters pursuing without mercy or 
cessation their work of slaughter; and ele 
phants may now bo found no further south 
than Ovampoland, where tbo native ha red 
of the white man has alone protected tin in 
'1 he ivory trade of South Africa has, with 
the decline of elephant life, decayed in I lie 
ratio. In 1875 the value of ivory exported 
through Capo Colony was £00,-102; in ISSII it 
was £2,150. In 1873, £17,199 worth of Ivory 
wasexported from Natal, in 1885 but £-1. 100 
worth. Beyond these Austral-African re- 
gions, where ivory is now as scarce as it 
was but a few years since superabundant, 
the progress of extirpation gees on apnea 
Portuguese and Arab hunters have for 
years been hard at work, and each season 
sees the precious supply wax smaller. In 
the Kilitnajaro regions in Hast Africa, and 
about Bongeweola ond tho other great 
central lakes, elephants are mi doubt still 
very abundant, but each month rllles and 
hunters penetrate more deeply Into the 
Dark Continent. Probably the Niger ter- 
ritories and tho littlo-known Interior of 
Western Africa will bold out longest of all 
But when it is remembered that 1,200,000 
pounds of ivory are yearly imported into 

England, for which supply it has been c 

puted that 60,000 elephants are annually 
shun; when it is remembered that for tie 
annual supply of the whole world 100.000 
elephants must yearly suffer death, no sane 
person can resist tho conclusion that the 
days of the African elephant are now "hut 
as grass," and that bis nliico will soon

A TOUli OF INSPECTION. 

Tim Superintendent of Education Visits 
nil the Mainland Schools- 

Mr. S. D. Pope, Su'poriutendaut of 
Education; returned on Thursday eve- 
ning by the Islander, having miiile a 
tour of Inspection lo the various schools 
of the mainland. 

Starting on his trip on tho 12th r>f 
August, ho first visited tiie Vancouver 
schools, which lie found opened with n 
large attendance in all divisions, with 
every prospect of its being largely in- 
creased before the close of the terra. 
The t welve teachers employed, and the 
board of* trustees scented fully alive lo 
the educational wants of the district in 
urging the liiimedlide est hlishinent of 
a High Soho .1. i'i en oWnis will re- 
ceive the earl;, a. ten . .. a oi the Educa- 
cation Department, 

From Vancouver Supt. Pope went to 
Westminster, where he also found n 
large number of scholars present lit 
the different schools. An additional 
school in the western portion of tilt) 
city hail been opened during the month 
with a very creditable attendance. The 
Increased attendance tit the Central 
school had necessitated the appointment 
of an additional teacher on the stall', 
and tho New W estiniuster city schools 
were now in charge of nine teachers. 

At Asheroft , a newly created district, 
llie school is open with seventeen pupils, 
and every prospect of a considerable in- 
crease in the attendance. Cache Creek 
school, next visited, was attended by 
about twenty pupils, from all parts of 
the district, llie majority of whom 
boarded at the school. 

The attendance at the Clinton school 
is small, but the progress of the pupils 
in every way satisfactory. 

Donald school had an attendance of 
over twenty, which number will lie 
largely increased during the winter 
months. The people of this thriving 
town arc justly proud of their school, 
and giving the teacher every encourage- 
ment in their power. 

Rovelstoko school had an average at- 
tendance nf twenty-live, with an enrol- 
ment of 28, and the prospect of a rapid 
increase, The school in this district 
before long will doubtless be one of the 
largest in the interior. From Revel- 
stoko, Supt. Pope passed to Okanagon 
Mission, when- the number of pupils 
was small but growing daily. 

The Ver i school had a good atten- 
dance, and keeps apace with the growth 
of the town in all matters. At Spalllllll- 
i been the attendance was small, yet the 
advancement made by the pupils was 
most marked. Seven of the lust term 
pupils were able to take the papers for 
entrance to the high school. 

At Round Prairie the school hud a 
large attendance, steadily increasing, 
This is the only rural school cast of AbIi- 
croft iu charge of a lady teacher, ami 
she was found to he doing good work. 
The Enderby school had over twenty 
pupils present, The school property in 
this district was n credit to the trustees 
and parents, and t he interest taken by 
1 1 1 1 - 1 1 1 iu t he scboi il was equally not iee 

able. 

The ICtunloops school was found to be 
nearly doubled ill attendance since the 
same time last year. The teacher was 
popular with parents and scholars, tunl 
was iloiug excellent work. Rev. Prin- 
cipal Grunt, of Kingston, paid a visit to 
the school during llie superintendent's 
inspect ion. and examil 
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i, where 1 
ittended. As n 
•ecently taken 
■milil be said in regard to 
if the school, although till 
reason to believe thai the young lady i.i 
.■ould give satisfaction, 
ihool at Vale had an attendant, i 
hose progress during the pres- 
ent year was alike creditable to them 
and 'their teacher. Hope school had a 
small attendance, only 15, al present, 
but t his figure « ill doubt less be doubled 

before the close of t he year. 

At almost all of the schools the 
trustees and muny of the parents were 
present during the Superintendent's 
visit. Whenever possible, notice of his 
entiling was given in advance to the 
teachers and trustees. From the con- 
stant accessions being made lo the popu- 
lation of the interior, il is hill reasona- 
ble to ex poet that increased demands 
will be made upon the Education De- 
partment for scnool facilities during the 
present year. There are now over 1,200 
pupils attending the schools of the 

Mainland.
